McLENNAN, May 3.—J. H. Trem- 
blay, M.L.A. for the constituency of 
Grouard, spent a few hours at Mc- 
Lennan during the week-end. 

Interviewed by The Tribune _ re- 
porter, Mr. Tremblay said that he was 
making a trip through his constituency 
with a view of learning the needs of 
the people. 

Discussing the relief situation in 
his constituency, the M.L.A. stated that 
there are a lot of people suffering 
through lack of food and clothing, for 
which he blamed the unsuitable policy 
of the provincial government.

He 
said that there were a number of 
farmers in the Grouard constituency 
who were unable to seed their land 
owing to what he term d the govern- 
ment’s short-sighted policy. 

Mr. Tremblay further charged that 
there was discrimination in handling 
the public works in the Grouard con- 
stituency, adding that only Social 
Creditors can secure work.

Public Meeting 
Discusses Visiting 
G.P. Mun. Hospital 


W. Sharpe, Chairman Of Board, Ad- 
dresses Meeting—Mies E. Pearston, 
Superintendent, And Miss Beath, 
Night Supervisor, Explain Their 
Positions On The Vexing Problem— 
Meeting Of Board Followed Public 
Meeting. 

e 

The matter of visiting patients at the 
Municipal Hospital was under dis- 
cussion for upwards of an hour on 
Thursday afternoon when the board 
sat in the council chamber to hear the 
opinion of ratepayers on this much 
discussed point. Most of those present 
were from out of town, some of whom 
had left seeding to attend, only two of 
the twenty being from town. Miss E. 
Pearston, superintendent of the hos- 
pital, and Miss Beath, night super- 
visor, were present at the request of 
the board to explain their position on 
the vexing problem of visiting. 

Mr. Sharpe, chairman, at the outset 
explained that the board, being the 
representatives of the people, wished 
only io give the best of service at a 
minimum of cost, and to be absolutely 
fair with everyone at all times. This 
matter of visiting ie a major problem 
in all hospitals, he said, but most of 
them take the attitude that little can 
be done about it. The hospital here, 
however, believing that hospitals are 
for the care of the sick and that gen- 
eral visiting is nat in the best inter- 
ests of the patient, had laid down cer- 
tain rules which, they heard indirectly, 
were being much _ criticized. This 
meeting was called to give the critics 
an opportunity to make specific 
charges. He then called upon Miss 
Pearston to explain the problem from 
the nurses’ standpoint. 

Stating that her instructions as to 
visiting restrictions were received from 
the board and the doctors, Miss Pear- 
ston said that at present only imme- 
diate relatives were permitted to visit 
the sick or, if there were no relatives, 
whoever the patient asked for would 
be admitted. Every effort was made 
to meet the needs of country relatives 
of patients and in special cases, such 
as operations or crisis, relatives were 
given every consideration. The nurses 
were conscientiously trying to do their 
duty and to handle the situation fairly 
and humanely. But the needs of the 
sick were the first consideration, The 
patients, Miss Pearston said, were not 
complaining of the lack of visitors. It 
was the well people who were object- 
ing to being barred from the hospital. 
The clergy were always admitted when 
asked for.

At the councii meeting Monday 
night the town fathers finally decided 
to accept the new light franchise in 
spite of the fact that all their pro- 
posed reductions were refused.

In About Two Years’ Time 


Lack Of Natural Resources And 
Financial Gredit Will Be Determining 
Factor, Says William Webster, Who 
Visited Friends In Grande Prairie 
On Return Trip From The Orient, 


That the Japs will be driven out of 
China in eighteen mdnths or two 
years was a statement made to The 
Tribune reporter by William Webster 


of Skegness, Lincolnshire, England, 
who spent several days visiting Mr. 
and Mrs. H. L. Fish of Grande Prairie, 

Mr. Webater was returning home 
from a world-encirecling trip and was 
in both Japan and China recently and 
therefore was in a pvaition to give a 


worth-while opinion on Orlental af- 
fairs. 
Mr. Webster made it quite clear that 


the civilian population of Japan were 
not in any way responsible for the war, 
which was forced on the nation by the 
military caste, and he predicted that 
the time will come--and that possibly 
not so far away—-when the people of 
Japan will revolt against the military- 
controlled government,

Working with a degree of efficiency 
unrealized by most Albertans, the 
Alberta Division ef the Canadian Red 
Cross Society closed the year 1937 
with a record of services rendered of 
which its officiais may well be proud 
The record as summarized below is 
truly impressive: 

in a general way 717 families, repre- 
senting 3,583 persons, were supplied 


with 7,513 articles .f clhihing and 
kitchen utensils, whiie in the crought 
area supplies were issued to 5,237 


families, representing 26,155 persons. 

To families who lost their homes and 
belongings by fire at 
Cochrane relief was sent 
hours of the catastrophies. 

Layettes, representing 2,627 articles 
of clothing for new Canadians born in 
Alberta were sent to 
mothers. 

Many appeals from ex-soldiers and 
their families were investigated and/ 
relief afforded. The health by mail| 
service operated by the division was | 
particularly active and 90 nurses were | 
enrolled for emergency service... 

With 771 branches, the Junior Red 
Cross branch of the Division's activi- 
ties was increased by 104 over 1936, 
with the children most enthusiastic 
over the training they receive. 

Perhaps the most impressive activity 
of the Division is the Junior Red Cross 
Hospital for Crippled Children, oper- 
ated in Caigary. Duting the year 
there were 81 patients admitted from 
all parts of the province, while 53 
patients made visits to the out- 
patients’ department for treatment. 

Altogether the cost of the 1937 
operations was close to $30,000, This 
had to be met by contributions from 
the public. The campaign for Red 
Cross memberships and subscriptions 
for 1938 began May 1 and will end 
The objective of the commit- 
tee is $20,000.

NORTHERN ALBERTA

The Canadian Press reports of April 
Ast, 1938, states that figures compiled | 
by the Department of Mines and Re- 
sources, at Ottawa. show that the| 
Tourist Traffic to Canada, from the | 
U. S. in 1957 was 18,248,285, a gain of 
1,850,413 visitors, over the preceding | 
year of 1936. The money spent in 
Canada, from these visitors, is estim- 
ated at from $250,000.000 to $300,000,- 
000, a nifty figure. and most of this 
was spent in Eastern Canada. the pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec being 
the principal beneficiaries. j 

On a recent trip to my old home in 
North Dakota, I had numerous inqui- 
ries from prospective tourists, and big 
game hunters, about the possibilities 
of getting into this North country with 
automobiles, and getting out of here 
again. This I was not able to assure 
them of, and we cannot hope to benefit 
much from this traffic, with the pre- 
went unsatisfactory conditions of the 
Aiberta highway system. 

Eastern Canada plays up to the 
American tourist trade, in all the lead- 
ing American publications, and profits 
tremendously from it. But Eastern 
Canada has nothing in the way of 
@ttractions to outbid northern Alberta 
and British Columbia, for bis game

UNEMPLOYMENT AND AGRICUL- 
TURAL DISTRESS 


A» I stated above, the House is a’ 
present in committee on an act to alle- 


viate unemployment and agricultural 
distress. This is an exact replica of 


the measure passed last year; it is to 
give authority to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to provide funds for various 
works designed to assist unemploy- 
ment. It is under this bill that the 
federal government contributes to such 
projects as road building. 

There is nothing new or unusual in 
this act. We were sorely disappoint- 
ed, because we felt that the Purvis 
Commission which costs this country 
from $300,000. would have supplied the 
government with some scheme to over- 
come the problem of unemployment. 

The Minister of Labor had at his 
disposal, the very best brains that 
could be assembied in Canada, and yet 


the result of their vast researches is 
nil. In my opinion, this can only mean 
one thing; more than that, I say it 


proves one thing, and that is that there 
is no solution to the unemployment 
problem within the frame-work of our 
present economic system. It so hap- 
pens that just at this moment, every 
possible factor that we can think of is 
strongly favorable to the present sys- 
tem. Vast numbers of men have been 
put to work, building armaments, 
every major power in the world is 
consuming rew materials in greater 
quantities than ever before, because of 
this armament program; and yet the 
problem of unemployment remains. 

To the South of us, conditions have 
always returned to the low point of 
1932. This is so true, that the Presi- 
dent of the United States had found 
it necessary to begin once more an- 
other vast unemployment program, 
based upon the expenditures of huge 
amounts. This. of course, can only 
have the same ending as the previous 
attempts. It increases the country’s 
debt, znd must eventually come to an 
end and make the situation worse than 
it ever was before. 

During the course of the debate, 
many ideas were advanced: some 
members thought that a large housing 
scheme would prove to be a solution, 
other die-hard free traders thought 
that we should renew and intensify 
our situation to develop still more for- 
eign trade, others thought that we 
should attempt to interest foreign in- 
dustries to establish themselves in 
Canada, and still others suggest a 
large works’ program. 

Even if any of these things were to 
be done, they would at least provide 
relief for a time and give us a breath- 
ing spell. But the Minister in charge 
of the bill, indicated that the govern- 
ment had no such ideas in mind. In 
my opinion, this subject is the most 
important one that we have yet dis- 
cussed this session. 

The very existence of thousands of 
our Canadian citizens depends upon 
the actions taken by parliament, and 
it is a sad and sorry day for them all 
to see nothing more adequate than 
what we are offered. 

Other measures of minor interest 
were also debated and passed in be- 
tween times ranging on the way from 
some of Mr. Duplessis” charges against 
a member of parliament down to a 
debate on the advisability of erecting 
a statue to Joan of Are on the Plains 
of Abraham. 

I see nothing in these items that 
would be of particular interest to us in 
the North. It is now beginning to be 
rumored around the buildings that the 
session will not last much longer. 
There does not seem to be anything of 
importance left to come up after the 
budget. There will be no unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme. The Rowell 
Commission meport will not be ready 
until the fall and the U. 8.-Canada 
Trade Agreement is still only on the 
discussion stage. So with these three 
important measures taken off the ses- 
sional program, there does not seem 
to be anything important enough to 
keep parliament in session.

France even tuday the operation of 
treating seed grain is called “liming.” 
The treatment of seed with a solution 
ef commor salt. called “brining,”’ is 
said to have originated early in the 


salvaged cargo that had been slightiy 
damaged by sea water produced a 
crop free from smut. 

It was not until the middle of the 
eighteenth century that the bluestone 
treatment was adopted in Europe. As 
the use of this substance spread 
throughout the world, the menacc of 
smut epidemics disappeared and for 
fifty years bluestone remained the 
standard smut preventive. Curiously 
enough, the experiments which sug- 
gested its use were made about 1800 
by a French scientist who found that 
smut spores failed to germinate when 
placed in water that had been distilled 
in a copper vessel. But bluestone, and 
also the formaldehyde and hot water 
treatments which followed about 1895, 
sometimes injured the seed. This de- 
fect was overcome with the introduc- 
tion of copper carbonate dust im Aus- 
tralia in 1915. Then there appeared in 
both Germany and America the highly 
effective organic mercury dusts simi- 
lar in composition to the organic mer- 
cury disinfectants used in medicine. 
These dusts can be applied easily and 
rapidly to the seed, if necessary, weeks 
or months before seeding.—W. F. 
Hanna, Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory, Winnipeg, Man.

A Scant Moisture Reserve Excapt in 
Fallow 


While fallow land is well stored 
with moisture this spring, there is 
scant enough reserve in ground that 
carried a full stand of grain or a 
meadow crop in 1937. On April 24 andi 
25 seventeen borings were made on the 
Beaverlodge Substation with a 4 foot 
8 inch earth auger. In five borings in 
summerfallow moisture was found to 
the bottom of every hole. Five other 
borings were made in spring grain 
stubble, encountering dry ground at 
9 inches in one hole, at 12 inches in 
another, at 30 in a third, at 48 in a 
fourth, and at 56 in the fifth. Two of 
the three best showings were on first 
crop barley stubble in a field where 
wireworms had thinned the crop. One 
boring in winter rye stubble where 
extensive autumn volunteering had oc- 
curred revealed moisture to a depth of 
but 7 inches. Six borings in alfalfa 
and mixed alfalfa grass meadows en- 
countered dry ground at from 6 to 12 
inches, averaging 914. 

Most of the 17 borings were made 
on knolls or on slightly receding 
ground. Averages of the whole fields 
would be somewhat better, but it is 
plain to be seen that rain will be 
presently needed to carry the crop on 
other than fallow ground. 

The volunteering that occurred on 
many fields last autumn used up some 
of the two and a half inches moisture 
that occurred in September and Octo- 
ber. On the other hand, the general 
autumn cultivation was a favorable 
factor. Yet still the meadow kaolls 


are dry enough.

NEW GRADE NAMES 


FOR CERTIFIED SEED | 


The reward which may be cxpected 
when seen of superior quality is used ' 
has been demonstrated so frequently | 
that it seems scarcely necessary again | 


to remind farmers of this fact. Quality 
in seed, as in every other commodity 
is, however, often measured in terms 
of price and for this reason the mis- 
take is sometimes made of over- 
stressing economy in this direction. 
Apart from price, seed value in some 
aspects at least may be said to be in- 
dicated by the grade name under 
which it is offered for sale. By ‘his it 
is to be inferred that grade names 
indicate comparative values on a basis 
of purity of variety, freedom from im- 
purities, viability and physical quality. 

legislative control of sale of seed in 
Canada being based on the rrading 
system, grade names are established 
by Act of Parliament. By recent 
amendment of the Seeds Act two new 
grade names were added to those 
previously employed, Seed of these 
new grades, namely Certified No. 1 
and Certified No, 2 will accordingly be 
on the markot in the 1988 season for 
the firet time. To be eligible for cert!- 
fied grade the see! must have been 
derived from a seed crop inspected in 
the field and found to comply with 
standards required for seed crop certi- 
fication. It must also meet standards 
of purity and vitality substantially 
higher than those prescribed for seed
